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STATUS  OF  THE  GAME  COMMISSION’S 
LAND  PURCHASE  PROGRAM 


Introduction 

It  is  but  natural  that  Pennsylvania’s  half  million  hunters,  who  pro- 
vide the  money,  should  want  to  know  the  extent  and  location  of  lands 
l)urehased  and  being  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners 
for  game  refuge  and  public  hunting  ground  purposes.  Innumerable 
requests  for  tills  information  are  received  and  the  Board  desires  that 
it  be  broadcast,  which  accounts  for  the  publication  of  this  pamphlet. 
A revision  will  be  necessaiy  periodically  as  additional  lands  are  pur- 
chased. 

Pennsylvania’s  hunters  are  lirni  believers  in  Commonwealth  owner- 
ship of  lands  suitable  for  forestry  and  game  puriioses.  They  system- 
atically support  every  movement  leading  to  public  ownership  of  forest 
lands,  abandoned  farms,  and  so-called  waste  lands.  For  twenty-live 
years  or  more  they  supported  the  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters 
in  their  efforts  to  obtain  adequate  appropriations  to  purchase  forest 
lands  which  now  total  in  the  neighborhood  of  1,300,000  acres.  Then, 
in  1919,  they  induced  the  General  Assembly  to  permit  the  Board  of 
Game  Commissioners  to  purchase  such  lands  from  the  Game  Fund, 
a special  fund  in  the  State  Treasury  made  up  principally  from  the 
sale  of  hunting  licenses  and  set  aside  for  use  of  the  Board.  This  fund 
being  insufficient  to  permit  the  purchase  of  any  great  amount  of  land, 
they  encouraged  the  General  Assembly  in  1927  to  increase  the  Resident 
Hunter’s  License  fee  from  $1.25  to  $2.00,  the  75  cent  increase  to  pro- 
vide more  adequate  funds  for  the  “creation,  acquisition  by  purchase, 
lease  or  otherwise,  and  the  maintenance  of  public  hunting  grounds 
and  game  refuges,  . . This  75  cents  has  made  it  possible  for  the 
Board  of  Game  Commissioners  to  purchase  considerable  areas  of  lands 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  to  be  permanently  set  aside  tor  the 
benefit  of  its  army  of  hunters. 

Each  contiguous  area  or  block  of  lands  purchased  by  the  Board  of 
Game  Commissioners  is  designated,  by  law.  State  Game  Lands.  In 
accordance  with  a policy  adopted  by  the  Board  such  a block  of  lands 
shall  contain  not  less  than  1,000  acres.  No  maximum  area  has  been 
specified  although  only  in  a few  instances,  at  the  present  time,  does 
the  area  exceed  10,000  acres.  The  entire  block  may  be  left  open  to 
hunting  and  termed  public  hunting  grounds,  or  a game  refuge  may 
be  established,  approximately  in  the  center  of  the  block,  Avith  surround- 
ing public  hunting  grounds.  It  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  Board 
to  use  more  than  tAventy  per  cent  of  the  area  as  refuge,  the  remain- 
ing eighty  or  more  per  cent  being  left  open  to  public  hunting. 
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ri  liLIC  HI  XTIISG  GROUNDS  SUKKOl  Nl)  KACH  GA:\1K  REFl  GK 

Many  years  ago  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  formulated  a 
policy  of  estahlisliing  game  refuges  oidy  wlien  the  immediate  adjacent 
lei'ritory,  entirely  surrounding  the  refuge,  was  owned  or  conti-olled  by 
Ihe  Commonwealth  and  ni)on  winch  [(uhlie  hunting  could  then  be  as- 
sured. The  wisdom  of  this  ])olicy  has  been  thoroughly  demonstrated 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  State’s  sportsman  and  the  Board  of  Game 
Commi.ssioners  alike.  It  gives  each  licensed  linnler  an  equal  right  to 
shoot  game  produced  through  the  establishment  of  the  refuge.  Penn- 
sylvania simrtsmen  are  so  completely  sold  on  the  idea  that  they  would 
not  conidenance  any  change  of  jtolicy  which  iidglit  result  in  their 
losing  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  refuge.  Why  give  individ- 
uals and  clubs  the  oi)portunity  of  accpnring  areas  immediately  ad- 
jacent to  a i-efuge,  post  the  area  against  trespass,  and  thus  bottle  U]) 
foi'  their  own  ])leasure  the  benefits  accrued  from  a refuge  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  all  licensed  hunters? 

STATE  GAME  LANDS — ^CONVEYANCE  COMPIiETED 

The  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  began  its  land  purchase  j)rograni 
in  1920  with  the  acquisition  of  (1,280  acres  in  Elk  County.  During 
the  seven-year  period,  1920  to  1927,  they  wei'e  able  to  purchase 
92,(140.62  acres.  Sinct*  the  75  cent  license  increase  in  1927  became 
effective  they  have  taken  title  to  an  additioiial  57,346.-18  acres.  Thus 
(he  total  ai’ea  of  Gtate  Game  Lands  to  date  is  149,987.10  acres  dis- 
Iributed  throughout  the  Commonwealth  in  twenty-two  separate  blocks. 
The  location  and  ai'ca  of  the  various  blocks  of  land,  consisting  usually 
of  many  tracts,  for  which  title  has  actually  passed  to  the  Common- 
wealth, ai'e  shown  in  Table  No.  1 following.  Each  block  is  given  a 
number  corres])onding  to  the  serial  number  of  the  refuge  either  now 
established  or  later  to  be  established. 

LANDS  UNDER ( ONTRAt T FOR  PURCHASE 

The  75  cent  increase  to  the  Besident  Hunter's  License,  i)rovide<l 
in  1927,  materially  increased  the  land  purchase  i)rogram.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  149,987.10  acres  already  acquired  the  Board  of  Game  Com- 
ndssionei’s  jiow  has  undei‘  contract  for  j)urchase  a total  of  89,986.8 
acres.  As  i-apidly  as  titles  for  the  various  ti'acts  can  be  examined 
and  found  acceptable  to  the  Commou’wealth,  and  houndary  surveys 
com])hded,  conveyances  are  prepared,  executed,  and  title  passes  to 
the  Commonwealth.  The  lands  then  become  part  of  Pennsylvania’s 
nni(pi(‘  and  renowned  system  of  I’ublie  1 hinting  Grounds  and  Game 
Pefnges.  Taking  it  for  granted  that  titles  are  good  for  all  of  the 
89,986.8  acres  now  under  contract  for  purchase,  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners will  have  acquired  a total  of  239,973.9  acres  of  good  hunt- 
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iiijT  territory.  This  tigure  is,  of  course,  subject  to  VHriMiice  utter 
lioundary  surveys  are  eoiupletecl  and  tlie  actual  areas  deteriuiiied  from 
those  surveys. 

In  Table  No.  2 will  be  found  listed  the  various  blocks  of  laud  which 
have  been  ap])roved  for  purchase  by  the  Board  but  which  are  yet  to 
be  conveyed.  Titles  to  these  lands,  are  now  being  searched,  boundary 
surveys  made,  and  conveyances  prei)ared  as  rapidly  as  possible.  In 
some  instances  the  tracts  adjoin  other  blocks  of  land  already  accjuired 
and,  when  title  is  taken  by  the  Commonwealth,  will  become  a part  of 
those  lands.  In  other  instances  an  entirely  new  purchase  iiroject  is 
being  developed. 

THE  PHIHARY  STATE  GAME  REFUGE  SYSTEM 

Although  the  principal  purpose  of  this  ynimphlet  is  to  make  known 
the  location  and  area  of  lands  purchased  and  being  purchased,  it 
seems  pertinent  liere  to  include  also  similar  information  concerning 
refuges  already  estalilished.  The  system  of  Primary  State  Game 
Refuges  is  listed  in  Table  No.  3. 

The  first  Primary  State  Game  Refuge  was  established  on  State 
Forest  lands  in  Clinton  County  in  1905.  Now  a total  of  thirty-five, 
varying  in  size  from  655  acres  to  3,100  acres,  are  maintained.  The 
average  size  of  a primary  refuge  is  2,255  acres.  Twenty  primaries 
are  located  on  State  Forest  lands,  two  on  lands  leased  by  the  Board, 
and  one  (No.  24  in  Fore.st  County)  is  on  a block  of  lands  now  under 
contract  for  purchase. 

THE  .AUXIUIARY"  STATE  GAME  REFUGE  SYSTEM 

The  system  of  Auxiliary  State  Game  Reguges  was  inaugurated  prin- 
ci]ially  for  the  protection  of  small  game  in  localities  where  lands  could 
not  be  purchased  by  the  Commonwealth  at  a price  which  could,  by 
law,  be  ])aid.  Lauds  for  this  purpose  are  obtained  by  leasing  the  hunt- 
ing rights  for  a period  of  not  less  than  ten  years.  The  fir.st  auxiliary 
was  established  in  1918  in  Clarion  County.  Since  that  time  a total 
of  seventy  were  provided  for,  one  of  which  was  never  established 
and  two  others  have  been  discontinued  with  the  exi^iratiou  of  the 
leases.  Auxiliaries  vary  in  size  from  100  to  2,272  acres,  the  average 
size  being  about  400  acres.  The  location  and  area  and  the  names  of 
the  lessors  will  be  found  in  Talfie  No.  4. 

STATE  GAME  PROPAGATION  FARMS 

For  some  years  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  considered  the 
advisability  and  need  of  raising  game  under  semi-domestic  conditions 
for  stocking  purposes.  They  finally  decided,  in  1928,  such  procedure 
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was,  or  soon  would  be,  necessary  due  to  the  difficulty  of  pnrehasiny 
suitable  stock.  Three  sites  wei'e  selected  and  arrangements  made  to 
juirchase  the  several  farms  needed.  In  Limerick  Township,  Mont- 
gomery County,  four  contiguous  farms  were  contracted  for  purchase 
having  a total  area  of  328.2  acres.  Titles  for  250.9  acres  have  been 
conveyed  to  the  Commonwealth  and  it  is  expected  that  the  remaining 
77.3  acres  will  he  conveyed  within  a very  short  time.  The  Montgomery 
County  farm  has  been  named  the  John  S.  Fisher  State  Game  Farm  in 
honor  of  the  Governor  whose  ancestors  200  years  ago  settled  in  that 
s('ction. 

In  the  western  part  of  the  Commonwealth  three  contiguous  farms 
totaling  324.9  acres  have  been  acquired  in  Lawrence  County.  This 
farm  has  been  named  the  C.  G.  Jordan  State  Game  Farm  in  honor 
of  the  present  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  whose  home  is  in  that  sec- 
tion. Both  faians  are  noAV  being  developed  mainly  for  the  propaga- 
tion of  ringnecked  ])heasants. 

The  third  farm,  totaling  937.8  acres,  was  selected  for  the  propaga- 
tion of  wild  turkeys,  and  includes  considerable  forested  laud.  This 
farm  is  in  Lack  Townshi]i,  Juniata  County.  It  is  ex])ected  that  titles 
will  he  conveyed  to  the  Commonwealth  in  a short  time.
